SMASHED WINDOW TO CET IT 


Clerk Shot. Down by Actual Thief’s 
Confederate at the Door—This in 
Sixth Avenue, Amid a Crowd. 


A jewelry. store was plundered and a 
man murdered last night in a crowded, 
well-lighted street, with all’ the. daring 
usually associated with a hold-up in a 
Western city, at 9:45 o'clock. Two men 


‘deliberately smashed the glass of the 


show window. of J. Jacoby, a jeweler and 
optician at 189 Sixth Avenue, on ‘the 
northwest corner of Thirteenth Street, 
and shot down Adolf Stern of 136 West 
Twelfth Street, one of the clerks, as he 
ran out to stop them. Then the murderer 
and his accomplice made their escape in a 
taxicab. 

Mr. Jacoby’s etore is the largest in that 
section of the ¢ity. He occupies the old 
Shepherd Knapp. building with ,windows 
in beth Sixth Avenue and Thirteenth 
Street. He carries a stock worth $200,000, 
and hed a Gisplay of rings valued at. about 
$5,000 in the Thirteenth Street wisiddw, 
which is protected by an tron $rating. 
Most of them -were set with diamonds 
ranging in size from %.to 3% cArats ia 
weight. 

A few minutes before 10 o'clock last 
night, C. D. Harrts of 122 West Twelfth 
Street, walking-along Sixth Avenue with 
his wife, saw a red taxicab come along 
Thirteenth Street, from Seventh Avenue, 
at a good pace, cross Sixth,Avenue, and 
then, making a sharp turn, pull up at the 
curb in Thirteenth Street not more than 
ten feet from the window of Mr. Jacoby’s 
store.

To Enforce in Person New Bill 
Forbidding Advertising 
Defacements. 


LAWYER SOUNDS WARNING 


Cautions Eager Defenders of the Coun- | roa 
tryside Against Tearing Down Signs 
Not on “ Public Highways.” 


The first day of September is the day 
fixed by law on which residents of* this 
State may see put in force’ one of the 
Strangest crusades on record. It is a 
crusade against roadside advertising, al- 
ready advocated by many motorists, 
among them members of the Automobile 
Club of America. 

Ne motorist who has driven his car 
beyond the confines of the city streets 
has failed to note the ever-increasing 
number- of unsightly advertising signs 
which deface the landscape, particularly 
in places where the natural scenery is 
most beautifyl. None has sped along &@ 
country r or a tree-shaded lane who 
has not~come on some such admonition 
as: “* So-and-so’s pills are good for that 
tired feeling.” 

The motorists themselves, the greatest 
sufferers by reason of this mutilated 
landscape, have been the primary cause 
of this defacing, for the advertiser has 
sought to reach them more than any 
other class of persons by his flaming signs 
beside the road. It has been misguided 
advertising, for those the advertiser has 
reached have read his fulsome praises of 
his wares with disgust that such things 
should be allowed to mar the beauty of 
country life, but apparently not an ad- 
vertiser has come to realize this. 

It remained for the State Legislature 
and for Gov. Dix to put an'end*to such 
advertising, and the *~Governor accom- 
plished this, or at least made it possible, 
when he signed the Ormrod bil! recently. 
That part of the bill of most intérest to 
autoists provides that any one who may 
place an advertisement ‘on any stone, 
tree, fence, stump, ‘pole, mile-board, mile- 
stone; danger. sign, danger signal, guide 
sign, guide post, billboard, building, or 
other structure within the limits of a 
public highway is guilty of @ misdeme- 
anor.”’ 

Better yet from the 
point is the provision which says that 
“any advertisement in or upon a public 
highway in violation of the provision of 
this subdivision may be taken down, re- 
moved, or destroyed by any one.’’ 

The act will take effect on Sept. 1 next, 
and on that \day there bids fair to be a 
throng: of motorists on all the country 
roads of Long Island and near-by West- 
chester, equipped with instruments of all 
sorts which may aid them:in tearing down 
the long-offending signs. 

Voicing the sentiment-of A. C. A, mem- 
bers, the: Club, Journal, the official or- 
gan of the club, declares: 


So ubiquitous has the advertising man -be- 
come that every fence is hideous with his 
handiwork, -every cliff is burdened withthe 
horrors of his imagination. From every tel- 
egraph pole and sign post flutter evidences 
of his passing, and not content with defac- 
ing individual trees, fences, and stones, he 
-blots out whole sections of the landscape 

. with dong sign boards, whereon he may dis- 

.-play to a sickened world his utter and un- + 

relieved want of taste, 

‘But, PAcoritinues, if there is'the sweeten- 
ing dash of the “ old Adam” Ry motorists )

In a symposium of opinions.on the new 
bill, gathered by the Ciub Journal, there 
is. included one of particular interest to 
= = motorists. It-is that of Joseph 

Welsh of Carter, Ledyard & Milburn, 
counsel to the club. In the midst of joy- 
ous forecasts which spell the doom of the 
roadside advertisement, Mr. Welsh sounds 
a note of warning, declaring: 4 

The statute is very clear and ific in 
making  advertisi 8 unlawful when 
Gisplayed within the limits of the public 
highway. It is also ‘undeniable that any 
person. is legally justified in removing or 
destroying such signs so displayed. 

In one particular, however, an element of 
uncertainty is introduced in the use of the 
words ‘‘public highway.’’ By no means 
every road is a “‘ public highway’ in the 
sense of the statute, even though it may: be 
used by the public, and in that fact lies 
the ger. 

A motorist might destroy a sign by the 
roadside only to find that it was on private 
property, and that the advertiser had a 
contract for the use of the ground. 

In fact, to be safe, the would-be. purifier 
of the landscape must first ascer that 
the road on which the ——. sign is 
located is a “‘ public highway ’’; if it is, 
he may remove the sign, the roadside

Articles, Found in the Pennayivania 
Station Number Twenty a Day. 


Lost articles are turned in to the parcel 
room at. the Pennsylvania Station in New 
York City at the rate of about twenty a 
‘8,680 being ‘received between the 
time the station was opened, Nov. 27, 
1910, and. July 12,1911. The most valu- 
able find was a pocketbook containing 
$144, which was immediately -claimed by 
its owner. 

Eighteen of the twenty parcels received 
daily are caljed for. When rectived they 
are registered in a book, a duplicate 
ticket is givVen to the finder, and a tag 
bearing the same form and number is at- 
tached. If at the end of ninety: days the 
owner has not appeared they are returned 
to the finder. Perishable goods are re- 
turned the finder after twel?e hours. 

In December, 1910, 1,204 lésses. were re- 
eorded at Broad Street Station in Phila- 
delphia, and 806 were recovered by their 
owners. On May 25 Jast 30 pleces of lost 
property were picked up; on May 26-and 
27 there were 39 and 31, respectively. Of 
these 18 of the first day’s were reclaimed, 
10 the second, and 8 the third. 

In Union Station, Pittsburg, 93 items 
were found in five days last May—a: little 
less than the average for the same days 
in this clty—and the percentage of those 
restored to the loser Was ‘very much less. 
Inquiries were received for 48, the other 
50 still await owners.

BALTIMORE, “Md., July .22.—The re- 
cent Pemoval of Prof. James H. Van Sickle 
from the effice of Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction, which he filled for over 


ten years, was the culmination of a bitter |— 


contest which has kept the public schools 
of Baltimore in a turmoil fér several 
years. In fact, \there has been noe peace 
in the.schools' since Van Sickle was called 
here from Denver by former Mayor 
Hooper and made Superintendent. 

The first objection raised against him 
was that he was an putsider, not familtar 
with Baltimore public school methods, and 
it -~was contended by those who opposed 
him that a man better qualified for the 
position could have been secured . from 
the Johns Hopkins University, @ Balti- 
morean trained in out own schools and 
university. © 

Nearly all the ola heartior’ and Princi- 
pals turned against the new Superintend- 
ent. He introduced new méthods of train- 
ing, education, teaching, and discipline, 
which met with increasing opposition, not 
only from teachers, but from the parents 
of the pupils, 

Mr. Van Sickle ig.a man of high educa- 
tional qualifications, an educator who has 
kept abreast of the times and in touch 
with all the latest improvements in edu- 
cational methods, His whole life has been 
devoted to public school education. He 
believed he ‘knéw. all about it, and he 
would take no suggestion from teachers, 
Principals, or politicians. 


Politics in the Schools. 


For many years before he became the 
Superintendent the schools were under the 
complete control of the Democratic polit- 
ical machine. Teachers had to havé influ- 
ence to get appointments. The members 
of the School Board were named by poli- 
ticlans. In fact, the schools, like the Po- 
lice Department, were a part of the Dem- 
ocratic machine. This political control 
did not materially affect the discipline or 
efficiency of the schools. In many re- 
spects the system was more practical and 
effective in imparting common school edu- 
cation to the masses than the higher-class 
methods introduced by Mr. Van Sickel. 

Boys and girls then educated in the public 

ls and graduated from the high 
schools were generally fitted to enter the 
higher educa al colleges gna universi- 
tise if their parents so des 
Van Sickle’s methods, Roa indorsed 
by leading men of affairs and Hopkins

It was. annyunced officially yesterday 
afternoen that Manué] Bermudes, a Span- 
ish sailor, who went to Bellevue Hospital 
on Thursday, apparently ill.of typhoid 
fever, was in fact.a victim of the chol- 
era, Dr. Fleming, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of the hospital, Said last night that 


| while there was no doubt that Bermudes 


had cholera, he was confident that. not 
a single person, attaché or patient, in the 
hospital was In any danger as a result of 
Bermudes having been there, 

As soon as the bacteriologists decided 
that Bermudes had cholera Dr. Fleming 
notified Dr. Doty at Quarantine, and Dr. 
Doty said. he would send a boat to ‘re- 
mové-the man to Swinburne Island. The 
patient was carried through. the hospital 


yard in a covored ~- bulance to the pier 
at the foot of Hast ‘T'wenty-sixth Street, 
and Was put aboard a tig, which took 
him to. Swirrourne Island. 

There are several. hundred tients in 
Bellevue, but.the news of the cholera 
patient reached only a few of them, 
and they were assured that they were 
in no danger, none of them having been 
near Bermudes. Dr. Fleming d last 
night that Bermudes hae been _ isolated 
from the time he was admitted -to ‘the 
hospital until his removal yesterday aft- 
ernoon, he only persons who saw him 
were the tee’ bee who had his case in 
hand and the bacteriologists who ha 
confirmnd 4. suspicion that he probably 
had cholera. 

The ward in which Bermudeés was while 
in Bellevue was built especially for con- 
tagious diseases. Every article of ‘bed 
clothing in the ward had been disposed of 
despite the fact that it is ao A known 
that clothes do not carry the cholera, 

“No one is ever admitted es that 
ward,” sajd Dr. Fleming, “‘ except those 
who are immediately mn charge of - it. 
The nurse every time she entered she 
ward wore rubber gloves and band 
over her face and hair. She changed 
clothing in an anté-room whenever can 
had to enter the ig and she did the 
Cholera is not 
communicated throu the air or in the 
clothes, and I can say. that’ I am con- 
vinced that no. one connected with this 
posprtal, either as employe or patient is 

nh any. danger whatever.’ 

As soon as Bermudes was received at 
Swinburne Island the doctors there con- 
firmed the diagnosis of the Bellevue bac- 
teriologists, 

“The man is very ill,” said Dr. Doty 
last night, ‘‘ and there is no doubt of the 
correctness of the Bellevue diagnosis. Ber- 
mudes arrived here on July 1 on thé 
steamship. Theodore from Brazil. He’ was 
what we call a cholera carrier. I .wish 
to second what Dr. Fleming has said re- 
garding Bellevue. idee 4 ospital is in 
absolutely no danger. rhe man was iso- 
lated and with the precau fons that were 
taken it is practically impossible for any 
one who was in the ins itution to have 
contracted the disease,”’ 

Bermudes arrived here the first of this 
month and stopped in.a sailors’ boarding 
house in Roosevelt Street. The boarding 
house was fumigated A ee vine 3 The. dis- 
ws taas process lasted five. hours. 

oty ventured the opinion that 
Bermudeés probably contracted cholera 
in the boarding house from a sailor who 
was a cholera carrier, and who had no 
doubt recently arrived from one of the 
Mediterranean cholera ports 

The admission of Bermudes to the hos- 
pital.on Swinburne Island made seven 
patients ill with the disease there. De- 
metrio Anagnoston, @ Tesear-ola Greek 
boy, died there of cholera yesterday 
morning.

It was about 1:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning when Mullen, who was 
riding leisurely along the Black Stump 
Road, heard the rattle of an approaching

contents of the wagon were covered with 
‘@ big tarpaulin. 

“Hello, there,” Mullen said as the

“Mind your own business and we will 
mind ours,” one of the men on the wagon 
seat answered. 

Mullen rode to the side of the wagon 

and lifted the tarpaulin. Before he had 
lifted it a foot high one of the Italians 
pulled his revolver and fired. -The bullet 
crashed through his thigh, but Mullen 
gtayed on-his horse. He knew he was 
“badly wounded, but he did not give in. 
He drew his own pistol, but before he 
could fire the second shot from the 
Italian’s pistol went through Solomon’s 
‘peck. 

* Then the Italians whipped up their horse 
and drove rapidly away. Mullen, getting 
weaker and weaker every second, fired 
three times at the retreating wagon, but

Partly Due'to’. Fhie Cause, 

Special Cable to. THE New York. ‘Times. 

PARIS, July v2.—After the great so- 
cial activity of a few days: ago ‘Paris 
has. experienced this week..a period of 
duliness: which may be taken as a.sure 
sign that the season is really ¢ over, 

The heat wave of the last. few: days 
has. helped-to.drive-a great may. per- 
sons out of.town, and’ séveral ‘society 
functions ~nnounced for- the “erid' sof 
July have been postponed until. the Aus 
tumn. 

The number of departires, for the’sca- 
side and mountains this-week greattly- 
exceeded thet of any other wéek..since 
the coronation, and, althougt the hotels 
are still well filled, the majority of vis- 
itors are here only for a day or two.on 
their way to some Summer resort.

Count’s Religious Marriage to 
Miss Montague of Chattanooga 
Is Found Null and Void. 


CIVIL SUIT STILL PENDING 


Family Despaired of Breaking the Re- 
ligioue Marriage Till, a Young 
Priest Showed Them the Way. 


Special Cable to Tax New York Times, 

ROME, July 22.—While the verdict of 
the civil court in the action for the an- 
nulment of the marriage of Count Paso 
Pasolini and his wife, formerly Mildred 
, Montague of Chattanooga, Tenn., has 
!peen anxiously awaited, another impor- 
tant step has been taken by the Paso- 
lini family. 

The difficulty of obtaining an ecclesi- 
astical annulment was so great that the 
members of the family were almost on . 
the point of resigning themselves and 
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abandoning the attempt, when a young 
priest, a friend of the family, after 
having. carefully studied the documents, 
jumped to'his feet crying: ‘‘ Eureka! 
Eureka! ” 

He explained that he had found that 
the marriage was null and void through 
a defect which, in theological language; 
is called “ clandestinity.” 

The Council of -Trent: rules, which 
were still in vogue at the time of the 
Pasolini-Montague. marriage was cele- 
brated, are that marriages are not legal 
unless performed by the parish priest of 
one of the contracting parties or by an 
ecclesiastic purposely delegated by him. 

The young priest who had made the 
discovery asked Count Paso which was 
his perish,, and he answered, “ St. 
Paul’s, in Ravenna.” 

‘And where did you marry?” 

“In Florence,” was the reply. 

Then the inquiry was made if the ec- 
clesiastic in Florence had been dele- 
gated. by the parish priest in Ravenna, 
and it was found that he had been del- 
egated by a parish priest of the Church 
of St, Marcel in Rome, where the mar- 
riage was originally to take place. At 
that time Count Paso’s grandmother

All of this, which seems so simple 
now, took months td élucidate, and 


over 1,000 letters had to be produced 


for the Roman Congregation before the 
decree of anniilment, which is now an 
accomplished fact, was obtained.

AEROPLANE PARACHUTE. 


Invention Designed to Lessen thé 
Dangers of Aviation. 


The aeroplane parachute has arrived, 
and the new life-saving attachment is at- 
tracting considerable attention in aviation 
circles. The deroplane parachute is de- 
signed toprevent loss of life when an 
aeroplane loses its buoyancy or becomes 
unmanageable. The attachment is the in- 
vention of Marius and Julius Marcucci of 
New York. ; 

The parachute, fn its inoperative or 
folded positiom, is horizontally disposed 
of above the central line of the machine 
in the vicinity of the planes and just 
forward of the seat, presenting, as one 
of the cuts shows, the appearance of a 
skyrocket. The cords of the folded para- 
chute are attached to the operator’s seat, 


When an emergency occurs which makes 
it advisable for the operator to leave 
the aeroplane: he pulls a releasing cord, 
which causes the parachute to up-end it- 
self, and at the same time releases the 
binding cords that hold the parachute 
cover around the parachute. 

So long as the cover is fastened around 
the parachute the rachute springs, 
which tend all the time te open it u 
are held down like the wires in a folde 
umbrella, Once the parachute is in its 
vertical position, however, and the cover 
removed, the springs open it up. And 
upon the downward movement of the 
aeroplane it fills and lifts itself free 
from the standard upon which it is 
mounted. All this otcurs automatically 
m Ary the operator's pulling the releasing 

When the descent becomes sufficiently 
rapid the parachute, which, as before 
stated, is attached to the operator’s seat 
raraneh the medium /of @ parachute 
cords, lifts the operator’s seat from 
its bearings in the aeroplane—that is, 
permits the aefoplane to drop, but re- 
tains the seat. Thus the operator is 
gradually borne to the ground by the 
parachute, notwithstanuing any accident 
to the aeroplane.

FRENCH GRAND PRIX TO-DAY. 


Renewal of Former Classio Motor 
Event—No American Entry. 


To-day France is to see whether or not 
road racing can be revived with success, 
for, after being abandoned since 1908 by 
the French manufacturers and clubs, the 
French Grand Prix, once the world’s 
classic motoring event, is to be run, at 
a distance of 8372 miles, over the famous 
Sarthe Circuit, under the auspices of 
the Automobile Club de la Sarthe et de 
l'Ouest and’ the patronage of the Auto- 
mobile Club of France. Several weeks 
ago a French light-car race was run over 
the Boulogne course, and France scored 
a big victory, the first six cars to finish 
representing the product of the manu- 
facturers of that country. 

Originally this year’s event was sched- 
uled for July 2, but for various reasons, 
including a desire to allow American 
manufacturers an. opportunity to enter 
cars, the. event w postponed seve 
times. At first it w expected that this 
country would be represented by sev 
cars and drivers, but when the entry list 
closed on July 1 only one American car 
was nominated for the contest, and this 
was a Ford car, of the light-car class. 
This car was eliminated during a practice 
spin over the course on July 17, when 
one of the front tires came off and the 
car skidded off the Toad and crashed into 
a tree. Henri Depasse, the Ford agent 
in France, who was acting as driver, was

No,fines were imposed: in these: cases, 
4nd the flour ‘was ordered destroyed only 
in two instances of bleaching, the goods in 
all the other cases being / released) ander 
bond. But one offender appeared a sécond: 
time, The question of the bleaching proe- 
ess was. fought out at considerable lengtly 
and. one of thé largest of the pamphiets 
is devoted to a Wetision and 4 review. of 
the evidence taken’ in that matter. : The: 
subject has ‘béen written up at length: 
eeveral times, ‘and the, final decision was 

against the-use of dioxide fumes as a 
bleaching agent. 

In two of the ‘twenty-two cases involving 
oats fines of $100 wére imposed. “i'hese 
cases were all ‘of aduilteration, barley, 
chaff, weed ‘seeds, &c., being used 9 Till 
out the quantity, There was some mis- 
branding. Two of the offenders appeared } 
twice each, and one of them four .times. 

Black pepper “was probably, the: most 
completely and -variously © adulterated 
article in the entire lst of food products. 
There were thirteen cases. before the 
courts, and ndne-of the offenders returned 
4 second time. Only two fines of $100 each 
were imposed, but quite‘a ‘lot of so-called 
pepper was destroyed, though the notices 
of judgment are silent as to. the exact 
quantity. The list of adulterants.is a long 
ene, and includes.cracker crumbs, ground 
nutshells, ground ‘fruit: pits,. wheat meal, 
flaxseed meal, wheat flour, as. well as 
cocoatnut shells, Iéguminous: seeds, and 
coffee. 

Because of the presence of worms and 
other filthy ‘and decomposed .matter in 
the packages 522 boxes of raisins which 
the board  exarhined, and. on’ which they 
laid an information with: the court, were 
ordered destroyed as, unfit for human 


ing that ‘article. These goods were all 
from the s&me packer.) No large fines 
were imposed on the raisin men, the gen- 
eral ‘complaint be misbranding as to 
place of origin, ‘and goods, except as 
above stated, were released under bond. 
The packers of currants were: not so 
fortunate as the raisin meni, because while 
they only had four cases before the courts 
302 packages anf 6 batrels were found to 
be -s6° wormy and generally filthy and 
decomposed as to render them unfit for 
food purposes, amd.as a consequence they 
were ordered to be destroyed. Here again 
the fines imposed were smal! ones, the 
obsts being far the greater portion of the 
penalty’other than the loss of the goods. 


Practically the most guilty packers and 
manufacturers. whom the.board haled be- 
fore’ the courts were the packers. of 
tomato ketchup or catsup. As will be 
seen by the table given below,.a very 
large quantity. of this article was or- 
dered to be destroyed. -It was. found to 
be filthy, putrid, mafle of. decomposed 
vegetable matter, to contain chemical 


preservatives, to be filled with bacteria, 


and to be utterly unfit for food purposes 
of any kind. Only two of the packers 
had the temerity to appear a seéond 
time, and one fine of $150,

“In one 
case a fine of. $200 was ‘imposed, in’ the 
others the fines were small and the geeds 
released under bond,” none ‘of it being 
found unfit for food;. Beer was mis-. 
branded three’ times.” Six fines” ‘or’ $100 
each were imposed for calling “alcoholic 
liquids “‘apricot”’ and “ pedéh’’ brandy 
when they were nothing of the sort; and 
two bottlers misbranded brandy as to thé 
place of origin. There: were nine cases of, 
misbranded and adulterated whisky, 
of them from the same distillery; and in 
two cases the alleged whisky was e 
from molasses and water. «One *the 
seven judgments’ in the. cases “of ‘this- 
branded wine imposed a fine of ‘$100., ut 
the five’ cider cases hone was of a nature 
to call for extended comment, the ‘trouble 
in each instance being misbranding as to 
the quality of the goods involved. 

In the eight cases in which olives were 
the subject matter a. véry considerable 
quantity of the goods was permitted to. be 
reshipped to Italy,at’the expénse of :the 
importer ‘to avoid. the’ payment of heavy 
duties as well as ‘to prevent the destruc- 
tion of the olives by order of. the apart 
as unfit for food purposes. é 

The packers of tomato paste and tomato 
pulp were every- whit as careless/of: the 
quality. of their product as were the -mak- 
ers of tomato’ catsup,: One. packer,of. to- 
mato paste was haled before ‘the courts 
twice, and four firms who put.up tomato 
pulp got-into difficulty. A large:quantity. 
was destroyed of each product, \the-court 
saying practically in every» ce that 
the mitterial was “in a filthy, decomposed 
and putrid condition and ‘wholly unfit tor 
human consumption.” ..

in the designing and the building of dread- 
noughts. 

The books on ordmance éngineering are 
full. of conflicting theories,. but it is the 
work of the Naval Proving Ground to 
show the real value of these theories, and 
by practical results to blaze the way to 
certain improvement. Upon the officérs 
at the station and certain other specialists 
in the service rests the heavy responsibil- 
ity of evaluating these performances and 
of giving to each the true import of its 
disclosure. 

It is generally acknowledged that the 
guns manufactured for the United States 
Navy are unsurpassed by those of- any 
other nation, but, as beautifully fabricated 
as they are, none of them ¢an take its 
place ‘in the batteries of our fighting ships 
until after it hag been proof-fired at In- 
dian Head and stamped with the large 
official **P ** of perfection. 


Bach gun, great and small, is there 
fired five times with increasing charges 
of powder until the maximum chamber 
pressure is one and a quarter times that 
required for battle service. This is: the 
margin of safety required. 

The maximum service pressure for our 
big-guns ranges between sixteen and 
seventeen tons to the square inch, and it 
is this tremendous impulse that sends the 
shot hurtling through the air at a rate 
of quite 8,000 feet a second. Pressure 
nearly double this has actually been de- 
veloped without disaster in testing guns 
at the Naval Proving Ground. In fact, 
a 6-inch rifle; made of special steel, has 
been tested there and‘safely withstood a 
chamber pressure of thirty tons. : 

Unfortunately, however, the alloys 
which gave to the steel its great strength 
incidentally lowered the metal’s melting 
point; and the high temperature, 4,500 
degrees heit, of the explosive gases 
can eat.into the bore of the weapon, thus 
impairing its military efficiency. If 
steel of this sort could be used it would 
increase the service velocity of our guns 
and make it possible to double their pres- 
ent hitting power. 

The alternative side of this puzzling ques- 
tien is the task of evolving a still more 
satisfactory ‘smokeless powder, and one 
of the aims is to find some chemical con- 
stituent which will reduce the tempera- 
ture of the explosive without altering its 
present splendid ballistic properties.

Shortly after the 
test begari the entire muzzle and part of 
the “chase” of the rifle were blown off 
while trying out the modified powder 
charge. No one was hurt, and two very 
important facts were established:* the 
first, that powder of that form could not 
be used with safety in our guns, and, 
secendly, that the other 40-calibre 12-inch

This led at once to a re- 
duction in the full service charge for ah 
similar guns then on shipboard, and thus 
an accident at Indian Head probably pre- 
ventod more serious consequences in the 
fleet. 


One of the most useful weapons at In- 
Gian Head has been an 8-inch rifle which 
blew its muzzle off while at target prac- 
tice some years ago. After its mishap, 
the gun was sent to the Naval Gun F'ac- 
tory at Washington, where the fractured 
muzzle was out off smoothly, and then 
the rifle’ was gent to the Naval Proving 
Ground for rimental purposes acter 
it had been, so altered that pressure

This gun has since performed very val- 
wable service by enabling the .orduance 
experts ‘to determine, by ‘actual recurds,7 
the character. of the pressure curve de- 
veloped while firing different chargs of 
powder of varying types of grains; and 
upon this data the ordnance engineers of 
the service have been able to.designu new 
types of guns capable ‘of accomplishing 
greater ballistic results. 

The work of this experirnental. gun has 
given our experts the safe and sure step- 
ping stones to’the evolution of our great 
14-inch guns which are to be the prime 
weapons upon our forthcoming - largest 
dreadnoughts, The gauges used in re- 
cording these pressures are small steel 
cylinders open at one end and containing 
@ movable piston or plunger which is 
directly exposed to the force of the ex 
plosive blast. ‘ 


This plunger acts against a disk of cop~ 
per, which, before the gauge is put in the 
gun, hag been compressed to a .definite 
thickness by means of a known pressure, 
this thickness being measured with the 
utmost nileety. After the gun is fired, the 
copper disk ip again calibrated by a. fine 
micrometer gauge, which gives readings 
convertible into pressures agreeable to 
the further compression of the disk, Each 
gauge, in turn, is thus an absolute check 
upon the development of pressures from 
the time of the powder’s ignition up to 
the instant the projectile Jeaves the gun; 
and the data thus obtained for 6ach point 
along the ‘weapon's bore enables the ord- 
nance engineer to plot a curve of presa- 
ures. 

This information, in turn, guides the 
expert in the economical designing of 
guns of other dimensions. There is still 
much to be learned about smokeless puw- 
der, and the naval authorities prefer to 
work in this manner from actual firing 
records rather than to base their calcu- 
lations too oconfidently upon ‘formulae 
which still contain factors of speculative 
value. Therefore, the “velocity bat- 
tery’ at Indian Head supplants theory,

Lest other officials entertain similar 
erroneous views, let me call attention to 
the fact thdt while there is x 
‘our municipal laws to warrant free 
transportation to the people, these are 
distinct duties ‘assigned to the proper 


sible sanitary or hygiénic measures. 
Among the lattet public parks have long 
been recognized as influential factors in 
the maintenance of public health. ‘They 
are distinguished, too, from private parks 
in that they ere open and free to all 


When I was struggling to establish the 
present system of public (free) baths I 
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“with hat m hand” as it were before 
@ Mayor of this city esking the approval

These latter errors, once determined, 
are compensated for by corrections made 
when the weapon is sent back to the gun.

The ranging of the gun incidentally in- 
volves thorough testing of the mount or 
gun carriage, because this must be strong 
enough to absorb the tremendous recoil 
and yet to limit the weapon’s rearward 
movement to a matter of probably not 
more than three feet in the case of our 
biggest rifles. One of our latest fifty- 
calibre twelve-inch guns and its mount 
must be able to absorb through recoil a 
blow equal to the-golliding force of a 860- 
ton train brought suddenly to a standstill 
when running at the rate of sixty-seven 
miles an hour, for this {s.the direct coun- 
terpart the energy centred in the pro- 
jectile af the instant of its expulsion from 
the gun. Any desirable yielding or 
elasticity in the disclaws would afféct 
both the accuracy of fire and the range 
of the shot, and this resilience must be 
noted to, the smallest degree.and. checked 
when passing ® certain allowed margin. 

Our latest big guns have a muzzle ve 
locity of quite 8,100 feet a second; and

Probably nothing seéms more startling 
to the layman than the manner in which 
armor-piercing projectiles, bearing blunt 
caps upon their points, ” able to’ go 
tfrough their own thickness of hardened 
steel when the same shell, uncapped, 
would be stopped or, shattered by’ the face 
of the plate. . 

It does seem strange that a_ blunted 
point can)-apparéntiy,~ accomplish «more 
than’ a sharp one. The expiqnation is 
that thé ‘superposed cap, because of its” 
greater frontal area, is able’ for an in-

“This is the only way to treat these

upon him, eafid the pressure was such

“But are there many men who make a 
profession‘of swindling ‘the public through 
the matis?”’ he "was /asked. 

‘There have been thousands of them,” 
said the Chief Inspector, ‘‘and there are 
hundreds who are working.in that way 
to-day. ;We are now engaged in prose- 
cuting some of the Tichest and most pow- 
erful, with the idea that if we suppress 
those at the top we are bound to. get 
the smaller rascals by and by. As a re- 
sult the small men are frightened. We 
have located many of them, and we get 
reports.every day or so from the postmen 
that their offices are closed, and that 


| there is ho one to receive theif mati. 


“You ask about this class of swindling 
as a profession. We have life records of 
the chief swindlers, and we can trace 
them from one fraudulént scheme to an- 
Other. Now it is a fake rubber scheme, 
how a fake mining scheme, and next, rer- 
haps, a fake land-jobbing scheme. Take 
Huston, who was once Treasurer of the 
United States, and whom we recently 
convicted. In going back over his rec- 
ords we found tracks of his swindlihgs 
long before he came into the Government 
service, and they were’ a jproof of the 
general rule, ‘Once a rascal, a rascal 
again.’ 

“We have a rogues’ gallery and a set 
of records of the principal swindlers. We 
have cross-reference index cards, and we 
can trace them from place to place at a 
m nt’s notice.

So it came to pass that one night, when 
the “Arcadia” met, Director Thomé of 
the German Theatre at Prague proposed 
for membership an actor who, as every 
one knew, was poor and of no high rank. 
The aristocratic element in the club ob- 
jJected to him. 

THere was a hot discussion. In ‘the 
course of it, some one of the aristocrats 
applied to the candidate the term ‘“ pro- 
letarian,’ as a reproacn. 

That infuriatd Thomé and those of 
his fellow-members who thought that 
poverty and humble rank should be no 
bar to membership in the “ Arcadia.” 
They promptly seceded. and formed a ri- 
val organization which they called ‘‘ The 
Proletarian Club,” As a rebuke to. the 
uppishness of the *“‘ Arcadia”’ aristocracy 
the members of the new club got up the! 
amusing burlesque of knightly forms 
which Schlaraffians still cherish.

LTHOUGH the object of the jour- 
ney—the solution of some of Tib- 
et’s mysteries—was prevented by 
a double tragedy, the fact de- 

tracts very little, if at all, from the in- 
terest of Mr. Fergusson's ‘“ Adventure, 
Sport, and Travel on the Tibetan 
Steppes.’’* 

Properly speaking, the book is a tri- 
angular narrative. It commemorates the 
pluck of John Weston Brooke, a young 
English explorer who, with his interpre- 
ter, was murdered in Lola Land in De- 
cember, 1908. Mr. Brooke first tried to 
enter Tibet from India in 1906. He was 
stopped by the British Government under 
the current treaty with Russia. He then 
sought to enter this land of mystery 
through Western China, but the Chinese 
barred the gates against him. This sec- 
ond attempt and a third expedition over 
@ similar route supplied the material for 
the narrative. “Mr. Brooke's notes, how- 
ever, seem to be of less value than the 
material contributed by C. H. Mears, an- 
‘other explorer in the party, and by Mr. 
Fergusson, a medical missionary who 
acted as their guide and adds to the 
story many details from his own experi- 
ences. 

There is material valuable to the eth- 
nologist in the descriptions of peoples in 
Western China and Eastern Tibet, some 
of them never before visited by a white 
man.

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THE REPUBLICAN TRADITION 


R. H. A. L. FISHER, who deliv- 
ered the Lowell lectures last 
year, is an English historian 

of established reputation whose field 
ranges from the Mediaeval Empire to 
Bonapartism. His American lectures ate 
published under the title of “ The Re- 
publican Tradition in Europe,” (G. P. 
Patnam’s Sons.) The title is a little 
misleading, and the book is a’ little 
confused, which, to be sure, makes a 
meatly fitting title rather hard to in- 
’ ‘yent. What Mr. Fisher has done, and 
done extremely well. is to trace in large 
outline the mov t-of a 
from the fall of the Roman Empire to 
the present time. The slight confusion 
which the reader feels seems to come 
from a half*conscious, irregular effort 
on the part of the writer to segregate a 
republican from the democratic move- 
ment, when the fact appears to be that 
the first is but a form, not very dis- 
tinct, of the second. 

Broadly speaking, a republic is a 
State in which power is exercised by 
the elected delegates or representatives 
of the electorate. It may have an ex- 
ecutive, also elected by the popular 
vote, which is nearly the case in the 
United States, .or one.chosen by the 
Legislature. for a fixed term, as in 
France, with Ministers responsible to 
the Legislature. And when, as in the 
‘United Kingdom, the actual executive 
is a committee of the Legislature, with 
a tenure dependent on the nmiajority_ in 
the popular branch of the Legislature, 
the essential conditions of a republican 
Government are fulfilled, though an 
here@itary sovereign reigns and does 

~ mot rule. And there can be, of curse, 
great differences in the electorate.

In one sense, it is true, the “ Repub- 
lican Tradition” has lost influence, if, 
by that term we mean the belief that a 
Strictly republican form of democracy 
will secure the greatest good of the 
greatest number in all the relations of 
life. That belief was, at one time, in 
the nature of tradition. It was. de- 
rived originally from the classical] 
writers, and it was immensely stimu- 
lated by the ardent professions of our 
own ancestors and their fervent Cisci- 
ples in France at the close of the 
eighteenth century and again in the 
middie of the nineteenth. But it may 
well be argued that this belief is weak- 
ened not by the failure but by the suc- 
cess of its underlying democratic 
idea.” The aims of republicanism have 
been achieved, In great degree, under 
monarchical forms. There is, too, more 
difference between the English mon- 
archy under George V. and. that of 
George IIL than there is between the 
Republic of the United States and the 
monarchy: of Great Britain to-day. The 
essential idea of republicanism has 
greatly widened its sway; the old con- 
ception of monarchy, against which the 
‘Sweeping theories of 1776 were directed, 
has in great degree vanished. 

Mr. Fisher devotes a good deal of his 
book to showing how little the. so- 
called three republics of France have 
been consistent in origin, in character, 
in operation with the professed princi- 
/ples and theories of the republicans 
who were most active in founding and 
in administering them. It is a very in- 
teresting and valuable study, based on 
full investigation, and its fruits are 
stated with admirable clearness. He 
has, perhaps, dwelt with too much em- 
phasis on the inconsistency and has 
hardly’ given enough emphasis to the 
steady advance of the democratic idea, 
despite the defects or vices of professed 
republicans. But that is @ fault any 
fairly informed reader can correct for 
himself. In any case Mr. Fisher’s 
book serves a very useful purpose and 
can heartily be commended. Certainly 
Americans cannot complain of the 
spirit of his treatment of their own 
great experiment in the following pas- 
sage:

FOR SUMMER | 





HERE is a piquancy about spiced fish 
that commends it for the Summer 
_bill.of fare, especially with the men 

of the household. With hot biscuits and 
soffee and.a dessert, say of stewed fresh 
fruit, as< cherries, and sweet’ wafers: or: 
cookies, it makes a most attractive little 
menu for luncheon or Sunday night tea. ~ 
1 bass, cod; shad, (when in 
season;). ‘halibut, mackerel, salmon, and 
sturgeon are all delicious prepared in this 
way. =~ 
When the’ vind is wanted in a short 

time and the fish is already cooked, as a 
remnant, say, from a preceeding meal, 
take in equal parts enough ‘of the water 
in which the fish was boiled and of good 
‘cider vinegar to cover it: Add d dozen 
cloves, as mahy small blades of mace or 
sliced nutmeg, one ‘teaspoonful -pepper- 
corns; the same of allspice, to the liquor. 

-Make this liquid boiling hot,.skim it 
clear,-add a piece of butter the size of an 
egg, and pour the liquid over. the fish, 

which should be cut into. pieces of. handy 
size for serving. Put it in a cool place. 

.; When cold it,is ready to serve. 

. To pickle fish which is raw and which 
is mot needed immediately, cut inte 
pieces of convenient size. Put these in 
layers with salt, some peppercorns, twe 
or ‘three whole cloves, and a little cinna- 
- mon stick in.an earthen jar or casserole. 
Cover with the best cider vinegar obtain- 
able. Bake, covered, in a slow oven oo 
hours. 

The cloves and cinnamon mansitond in 
this recipe are omitted by many excel- 
lent copks who do not care for those 
flavors. 

The quality of the vinegar is extremely 

. important in pickling any kind of fish.

COMPANY TO CHECK FRAUD. 


Bankruptcy Protective Corporation 
Will Investigate Faliures In the South, 


The National Bankruptcy Protective 
Corporation has been organized for the 
benefit of manufacturers, wholesalers, 
and jobbers in their operations in twelve 
Southern States. It is the first organiza- 
tion of the kind in the United States, and 
the intention Is to extend its field to the 
entire country after.its work is in running 
order. 

The headquarters jog the concern are in 
Atlanta, Ga., but a New York office has 
just been opened in the Metropolitan Life 
Building. At the Atlanta office is a corps 
of investigators and accountants drawn 
from the Govérnment service and trained 
in bankruptcy matters. The States In- 
cluded in its presént field are Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Louisiana, Alabama; Georgia, Mississippi, 
and. Florida. The record of fraudulent 
failures in these States is said to be the 
worst in any part of the country.  — 

Whenever a failure occurs hereafter in 
any of them, provided a subscriber of the 
company ‘is a creditor, investigators will 
be sent at ghee from Atlanta to the scene 
of action,. and a thorough inspection of 
the affairs of the failed concern ‘will be 
made on the Pa mae The inquiry will 
include the fa: leading up to, surround- 
ing, and following the bankruptcy, a check
